THE SCHOOL BUDGET 


A quick look at the School Budget, submitted 
to the School Board last night, reveals that 
things are not as bad as they could be. 

This year the Legislature raised the minimum 
pay schedules for any teacher in the Common- 
wealth to $ 10." In accord with its long-stand- 
ing policy of keeping a couple of hundred dol- 
lars over the minimum, in order to be able to 
attract a better class of teacher, Wilmington's 


minimum is recommended for $4700. 

With about 160 teachers in our staff, this 
is the principal item, and yet it amounts to 
$67,132. New teachers, and the new ones elec 


ted last year increase the sum,but it should be 


noted that the School Committee is keeping 
Capital Outlays to a minimum, and is making a 
eut in the so-called National Defense Educa- 
tional projects (Guidance, Chemistry and Lan- 


guage y,abs). 


The increase in the school budget, as sub- 
mitted is $111,512.42, from the local taxpayers 
viewpoint. This is just about $2, on the tax 
rate. 

The Town Manager takes over from there, in 
the town budget. If it increases, as perhaps it 
might, there will be an increase in the tax- 
rate.

Asa Sheldon, the man who wrote 
his biography and called it ‘Wil- 
mington Farmer’. The Women’s

Asa always appears in stories 
of the 1840-60 period of Wilming- 
ton history, He built bridges over 
the Boston & Lowell Railroad, did 
a lot of contracting in Boston, ete 
etc, He was quite a man, andamong 
his activities was that of serving 
on the commission appointed by 
the State Legislature in 1856 to 
settle once and for all the story of 
the origin of the Baldwin Apple - 
| which was then and there done, 

Asa, the story goes, was coming 
home to Wilmington, in a train 
from Boston, and noticed that the 
man in the seat ahead of him was 
doing some very rapid figuring, 
He would look out the window, and 
then write anumber. Then he would 
look out again, and write another 
number 

Asa's curiosity got the best of him 
and he asked the stranger what he 
was doing. He was told that the 
stranger was a professional esti- 
mator and quick mathematician, 
who always kept in p’ 
timating the number of trees in 
a forest, or something like that. 

‘In the next mile,’ Asa told the 
stranger, ‘we come to a field where 
I have a herd of cows, That will 
give you a chance to estimate, and 
see if you are right!”

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THE OLD RAILROAD DEPOT 
HAS A BRAND NEW OWNER 


In one sense of the word it is still 
the same old weather beaten depot, 
but it has a new owner - Joseph Del 
Torto, Burlington Ave resident, 
and a real old-timer in town in 
spite of his youthful appearance. 

Joe is a Chief Warrant Officer in 
the US Coast Guard, andat the mo- 
ment is in command of a facility 
in Rockland, Maine, Until three 
weeks ago he was in command of 
the Boston Lightship, outside Bos- 
ton Harbor, but that has been done 
away with, in line with the Coast 
Guard’s policies towards automa- 
tion. 

Joe is mum on his reason for the 
purchase of the old depot. Perhaps 
he has some ideas on what to do 
after he retires - which could be, 
in the Coast Guard system, within 
‘a few years, 

He spent the last week-end in 
renewing window panes, and other 
wise making his new building (to 
him) shipshape for the winter, He 
has put in gas, from the Lowell 
Gas main in Wilmington square, 
to provide for heating ~ and has a 
problem with about five tons of 
coal in the cellar for which he now 
has no use. 

The building which Joe bought was 
built just about the turn of the cen- 
tury, about 60 years ago, after the 
previous building had disappeared 
in a fire. 

It stands ona solid foundation of 
granite blocks, some of them 18 
inches thick, and in spite of the 
floods that sometimes come from 
across the railroad traaks, the cel- 
lar is always dry, 

The tracks in front ofhis railroad 
depot, according to a long lasting 
tradition, are the oldest in-use 
right-of-way in the United States, 
dating back to 1835, when the old 
Boston & Lowell Railroad began 
operations, 

Tracks on which earlier ratl- 
roads ran are no longer in use as 
such - for instance the Baltimore 
& Ohio tracks, near Baltimore, on 
which the first railroad engine in 
the US ran, 

“Phe original railroad station, for 
“this in &-Lowglt, stood on 
the “othe Side Of Burlington Ave 
from the present depot, in the 
‘corner’ which is formed by Main 
St and Burlington Ave. 

It was a two story building, with 
a General Store on the second 
story, and the railroad station on 
the lower story. The second story 
store was reached by trestle-ways 
from Main St and Burlington Ave 
and probably was a good spot for 
the local ‘bloods’ to ‘hang-out’ 
for the 700dd years of its existance
